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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The additional limitation of "without an onboard power supply" (or "does not include an onboard power 
supply") that was inserted into each of the independent claims (claims 1 , 1 1 , and 1 9) is a new issue that was not considered prior to the 
final rejection and hence requires further consideration and search. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments were not persuasive. In 
response to the applicant's arguments pertaining to claim 1, that Conwell does not teach the deficiency of Tuttle, examiner respectfully 
disagrees and submits that Conwell does indeed teach the deficiency of Tuttle (i.e. the use of passive RFID systems). Tuttle discloses 
the use of an RFID system in a postage stamp, and although discusses further an active RFID system, still indeed teaches that a passive 
system exists and can be utilized, which is further strengthened by Conwell, who teaches a label where a passive RFID system is indeed 
utilized. Hence, the combination of Tuttle and Conwell do indeed teach the limitations of the claims as they were presented prior to final 
rejection. The arguments that pertain to the additional limitation of not having an onboard power supply (claims 1, 11, and 19) and the 
limitation of "as the stamp or other product is dispensed" (claim 11) are not considered because these limitations were not considered 
prior to the final rejection and hence raise new issues that require further consideration and search. In response to applicant's arguments 
that the secondary references used to teach the limitations of the dependent claims are incorrectly cited and combined, examiner 
respectfully disagrees and submits that each reference is used to teach a specific limitation not covered in the primary references, and 
that each of these references are appropriate and work to further enhance the base system. There is indeed motivation to combine these 
references because they are within the same field and allow for a more comprehensive system. 
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
